Some private citizens op¬ 
posed the proposal 
passionately in the public 
hearing yesterday, 
claiming the commoditiza¬ 
tion of water would mean 
a permanent loss for 
citizens of Edmonton and 
the deal “stinks of 
corporate greed.” 

If sold to EPCOR, the sale 
could create an additional 
minimum $16.5 million in 
revenue for the city each 
year, offsetting a potential 
two per cent tax hike.

Lawyers argue for short jail terms 

Accused men didn't know Roszko was about to kill Mounties: Defence

Two men who admitted to 
supplying James Roszko 
with a rifle and a ride in 
the slaughter of four 
Alberta Mounties neither 
pulled the trigger, nor 
knew the cop-hater was 
about to commit the act, 
defence lawyers argued 
yesterday. 

Though brothers-in-law 
Shawn Hennessey, 29, and 
Dennis Cheeseman, 25, 
pleaded guilty Monday to 
manslaughter in connec¬ 
tion with the infamous 
2005 Mayerthorpe-area slay¬ 
ings, defence lawyers D’arcy 
Depoe and Peter Northcott 
claim neither knew Roszko 
intended to storm officers

• More than 100 letters 
were submitted to court in 
support of the two men 
from family, friends and 
community members who 
stand behind them. 

in a hail of bullets. 

“Neither of these men are 
the ones who shot the four 
police officers,” Depoe said, 
during yesterday’s sentenc¬ 
ing hearing. 

Each claim even though 
their clients handed Roszko 
a gun and drove him to his 
farm, they thought his in¬ 
tentions were only to torch 
the Quonset grow-op hut, 
and were unaware police 
were in the process of raid¬ 
ing his property. 


“He didn’t feel it was an 
option,” Depoe said of Hen¬ 
nessey, claiming his client 
was frightened when 
Roszko asked for help hours 
before the shootings. “He 
gave him the rifle.” 

Crown prosecutor David 
Labrenz has recommended 
each man be incarcerated 
for 10 to 15 years. 

Depoe has asked Hen¬ 
nessey serve no more than 
five years, less time served. 
Northcott asked for the 
minimum four-year sen¬ 
tence, less time served. 

Court of Queen’s Bench 
Judge Eric Macklin is ex¬ 
pected to reach a decision 
within seven to 10 days.

Alberta’s government will 
take ''prudent measures” in 
its upcoming 2009 budget, 
said Premier Ed Stelmach 
after Calgary media report¬ 
ed the government would 
take advantage of cutbacks 
not seen since the 1990s in 
dealing with the faltering 
economy.

Province tells oil outfits to refrain 
from using Athabasca River waters 


ENVIRONMENT The province 
has told Alberta’s oilsands 
giants to hold off on the 
amount of water it uses 
from the Athabasca River. 

Alberta Environment 
says water flow levels in 
the river have dropped in¬ 
to the “yellow warning 
zone” under the province’s 
Water Management Frame¬ 
work that was introduced 
in 2007. 


Further water with¬ 
drawals by the oilsands in¬ 
dustry from the river “may 
increase stress to aquatic 
ecosystems,” said Alberta 
Environment. 

The government says the 
low levels seen in the river 
are naturally occurring, 
but it’s the first time the 
province has made such an 
order to reduce the 
amount of water is used 


since the framework was 
introduced. 

Companies affected by 
the order include Shell’s 
Albian Sands, Suncor Ener¬ 
gy Inc., S 5 mcrude Canada 
Ltd. and Canadian Natural 
Resources Ltd. 

All of the companies’ 
projects are located down¬ 
stream from Fort McMur- 
ray in northeastern Alber¬ 
ta.

Blood clinic celebrates 30 years of 
giving patients ‘normal lifestyles’

The boys, seven-year-old 
Leo Rosselli and 10 year- 
old Paolo Rosselli, both 
have hemophilia, a serious 
disorder that occurs when 
the blood lacks a protein it 
needs to normally clot. 

Both risk bleeding for 
long periods of time if 
they’re ever injured. If 
there is internal bleeding, 
the brothers risk damaging 
critical organs and tissues.

their mother, Jamie 'Pytel. 

“They’ve been lucky so 
far when they play sports 


^ and when they get injured, 
I they have to take more 
I care than the average pa- 
I tient in terms of getting 
S better,” said Pytel. 

5 “You also need to keep 
I them physically active to 
I keep their joints and their 
bodies healthy.” 

The centre, which is cel¬ 
ebrating its 30th anniver¬ 
sary, has trained Pytel in 
administering a prophylac¬ 
tic clotting factor — a med¬ 
ication that allows blood to 
clot — through the boys’ 
chests three times a week. 

“A lot of patients would 
be in emergency rooms 
many times of the year be¬ 
fore this centre began,” 
said Dr. Nancy Dower, who 
has been with the centre 
for eight years. “Now these 
patients can live normal 
lifestyles.”

Oilsands pollution 
plan lacking: Report 


Pipeline delayed, activists happy 


Pollution will continue to 
plague Alberta’s oilsands 
despite plans to pipe harm¬ 
ful greenhouse gases deep 
underground, according to 
documents obtained by 
Torstar News Service. 

Part of the task of cleaning 
up the oilsands involves cap¬ 
turing carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions and storing them in ge¬ 
ological reservoirs in western 
Canada. 

But, despite proposed na¬ 
tional caps on air contami¬ 
nants, chemicals linked to 
acid rain, respiratory prob¬ 
lems and ozone depletion 
could escape into the atmos¬ 
phere at an even faster rate, 
thanks to an estimated 
tripling of production from 
one million barrels a day in 
2007 to 3.4 million barrels a 
day in 2017. 

Sequestration (as carbon 
dioxide storage is known), by 
capturing about 200 mega- 


• Environmental groups are 
hoping the delay of a major 
pipeline project that would tie 
Quebec and Ontario con¬ 
sumers to oil from Alberta will 

tonnes a year of carbon diox¬ 
ide, is expected to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions by 
almost 80 per cent in 2017, 
says an Environment Canada 
study obtained imder the Ac¬ 
cess to Information Act. 

But, the study notes: 
“There are emissions of C02 
and air contaminants result¬ 
ing from the generation of 
the energy reqimed by (car¬ 
bon capture and storage) fa¬ 
cilities. The C02 emissions 
offset the volumes captured 
by the facilities, while the air 
contaminant emissions add 
to the load on the environ¬ 
ment.” 


allow awareness of the pro¬ 
gram's potential ecological im¬ 
pact to grow. Alberta oil is re¬ 
portedly the most carbon- 
heavy oil in the world. 

The June 2008 study pre¬ 
dicts emissions of sulfur 
dioxide, the main ingredient 
in acid rain, will rise by up to 
34 per cent by 2017. Nitrous 
oxides, which are responsi¬ 
ble for depletion of the 
ozone layer, will rise by up to 
24 per cent. Ozone depletion 
is linked to higher rates of 
skin cancer among other 
health problems. 

Tiny particulate matter 
(PM 2.5) is set to jump by 
more than 60 per cent in the 
oilsands and could lead to 
hazy sides and aggravate ex¬ 
isting lung and heart prob¬ 
lems.

Resources, has the rights 
to buy up to 100 per cent 
of the company’s shares.

More than a quarter of the 
14,431 candidates regis¬ 
tered for Iraq’s provincial 
council elections are 
women, but college 
student Fatma Imad says 
her choices seem limited, 
since few female 
candidates are featured in 
campaign posters posted 
in her neighbourhood. 

In a Jan. 31 provincial 
poll, election law ensures 
women will be represent¬ 
ed: Each party that wins 
seats must give eveiy third 
spot to a woman. 

But female candidates 
say the quota gives them 
little real clout. 

“I feel afraid to hang my 
photos because of the 
threats. Our society is still a 
male-dominant society,” 
said Liza Nisan, a National 
Ass 3 rrian Party candidate. 

She left municipal poli¬ 
tics because of threats, and 
only agreed to stand as a 
candidate because the par¬ 
ty was desperate for female 
names to meet its quota. 
She does not allow her pic¬ 


ture to appear on cam¬ 
paign posters. 

The scarcity of posters 
showing female candidates 
may jeopardize their 
chance of winning seats be¬ 
yond the guaranteed mini¬ 
mum, said Hamdiya al-Hus- 
seini, a member of the 
Iraqi High Electoral Com¬ 
mission, which is organiz¬ 
ing the election. 

Baghdad University law 


professor and women’s ad¬ 
vocate Bushra al-Ubaidi 
said the dominant reli¬ 
gious parties have so far 
doled out quota seats to 
women carefully selected 
to ensure they would not 
fight for women’s rights. 

“They are using these 
women to reach a goal — 
to restrict the movement 
and progress of women,” 
she said. reuters

Did you have your noses 
pressed against the glass of 
histoiy yesterday?

Suncor posts $215M loss 


The Canadian dollar fell 
versus the U.S. currency 
yesterday as the 
greenback rallied, but re¬ 
covered some losses after 
the Bank of Canada cut its 
key overnight lending rate 
to a 50-year low. 

The Bank of Canada cut 
its key interest rate by 50 
basis points to one per 
cent and predicted a peri¬ 
od of falling prices this 
year as a recession takes 
hold. It signalled that fur¬ 
ther cuts may be on the 
horizon, but said it would 
judge carefully “to what 
extent further monetary 
stimulus will be required.” 

The Canadian dollar rose 
slightly to 79.31 US cents 
from 78.90 US cents imme¬ 
diately after the bank’s an¬ 
nouncement, but was still 
down from its close of 


Expectations met 

• A Reuters poll released 
late last week predicted the 
Bank of Canada would cut 
its lending rate by at least 
50 basis points. 

79.70 US cents on Monday. 

The currency may have 
firmed after the rate deci¬ 
sion because a few market 
players were betting on a 
larger cut by the central 
bank, said Michael Grego¬ 
ry, senior economist at 
BMO Capital Markets. 

“There was a little, per¬ 
haps, disappointment by 
the market that there was¬ 
n’t more of an aggressive 
move, which of course pro¬ 
vides a little support for 
the Canadian dollar,” he 

said. REUTERS 


OIL Suncor Energy Inc. re¬ 
ported its first quarterly 
net loss in 16 years yester¬ 
day, as it slashed capital 
spending and halted con¬ 
struction on a $20.6-billion 
oilsands expansion project 
to cope with plunging 
commodity prices. 

Suncor has decided to 
mothball its northern Al¬ 
berta oilsands project be¬ 


cause of economic tur¬ 
moil, after delaying it in 
October. The company also 
chopped its 2009 capital 
spending budget by half to 
$3 billion. 

Suncor reported a 
fourth-quarter net loss of 
$215 million, or 24 cents a 
share, down from $1.04 
billion, or $1.13 a share, a 
year earlier. reuters

From the Australian Open 
to NBA locker-rooms and 
playgrounds across the 
United States, African- 
American athletes stood 
a little taller yesterday as 
Barack Obama was sworn 
in as the country’s 44th 
president. 

But even as America em¬ 
braced its first black presi¬ 
dent, old prejudices re¬ 
main at the highest level 
of sport. 

On the momentous day 
that Obama stepped for¬ 
ward to take the oath of of¬ 
fice, the NFL was still en¬ 
forcing the “Rooney Rule” 
requiring all teams to in¬ 
terview at least one minor¬ 
ity candidate for any va¬ 
cant head coaching posi¬ 
tion. 

At NASCAR races the 
Confederate flag still flut¬ 
ters from motor homes 
parked in the infield even 
as America’s most popular 
motor racing series tries to 
shed its “good ol’ boy” im¬ 
age by reaching out to mi¬ 
norities with a driver di¬ 
versity program. 

While a few colour barri¬ 
ers remain to broken, 
black athletes have trans¬ 
formed North America’s 
sporting landscape and 


along it with the social val¬ 
ues and attitudes that 
helped clear Obama’s path 
to the White House. 

Jackie Robinson, who fa¬ 
mously broke baseball's 
colour barrier in 1947 and 
Willie O’Ree, the first 
black NHL player nudged 
Martin Luther King Jr.’s 
dream closer to the reality 
with their fearless determi¬ 
nation. 

But perhaps there has 
been no more eloquent 
voice in the struggle 
against racial intolerance 
than world heavyweight 


champion Muhammad Ali. 

“For Muhammad, it's 
probably something he 
thought he’d never see in 
his lifetime,” said Ali's wife 
Lonnie on Monday. 

“It has been the work of 
all these people. Even 
names we do not know.” 

That anonymous group 
would include the 1958 
University at Buffalo Bulls, 
who rejected an invitation 
to the Tangerine Bowl be¬ 
cause segregation policies 
would not allow two black 
players to participate. 

Their defiant stand 
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against racism went virtu¬ 
ally unnoticed for nearly 
50 years until the Bulls fi¬ 
nally made it to their first 
bowl game, pla 3 dng in the 
International Bowl against 
the Connecticut Huskies in 
Toronto on Jan. 3. 

During the buildup to 
the game, tributes poured 
in, civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson making the trip to 
Toronto to honour the 
members of the ’58 team 
at a kickoff luncheon. 

“There is a line from that 
university at Buffalo stand 
to Barack being elected 
president in 2008,” said 
Jackson. 

“Champions are differ¬ 
ent than heroes. 

“There's a champion of 
every ball game. Whoever 
won the ball game is a 
champion. Champions are 
a dime a dozen. 

“When you win the 
game, the coach of a cham¬ 
pion rides on the players’ 
shoulders. Heroes ride on 
the people’s shoulders.”

S omewhere, Jackie 
Robinson was cart¬ 
wheeling yester¬ 
day. That was the 
word from Don 
Newcombe, Robinson’s 
old friend and teammate. 
It was Robinson, of 
course, who busted Major 
League Baseball’s colour 
barrier in 1947, when he 
became its first African- 
American player. 

Newcombe, who joined 
Robinson with the 
Dodgers two years later 
and emerged as a super- 
star pitcher, remains an 
official spokesman for the 
club in Los Angeles. And 
he told me tears streamed 
down his face as Barack 
Obama was inaugurated 
as U.S. president yester¬ 
day. 

“It’s impossible to artic¬ 
ulate what Jackie and 1 
went through,” New¬ 
combe, 82, said via tele¬ 
phone. “We couldn’t eat 
in the same restaurants or 
pee in the same wash¬ 
rooms as white players. 
Jackie went through a liv¬ 
ing hell because he was 
the first. He was viewed as 
evil. 

“And so to be alive now 
and to see Obama becom¬ 
ing president is truly in¬ 
credible. 1 wish Jackie 
were alive. 1 wish he could 
see this. He’d have been so 
happy, so relieved. I’m 
sure he’s doing cartwheels 
today.” 

Robinson died in 1972 
of a heart attack. He was 
only 53.

South Korea’s coolest cultural draw 


The country's 
B-Boys are so 
good they Ve 
morphed into 
a Broadway- 
style attraction 



n the land of Samsung 
and kimchee, there’s a 
cultural phenomenon 
that’s moved out of 
the underground and 
into the sights of national 
tourism marketers. 

South Korea is king of B- 
Boy dance culture, routine¬ 
ly sweeping up interna¬ 
tional awards for a pursuit 
that most would more 
closely associate with the 
streets of New York City. (It 
was there, during the 
1970s, that a variety of 
dance styles fused together 
and became a key part of 
the burgeoning hip-hop 
scene — today’s B-Boys can 
trace their roots to that 
era.) 

In the 1980s and 1990s, 
the movement came to 
South Korea, where it’s 
been practised and honed. 
South Korean B-Boys ap¬ 
propriated American 
moves but improvised 
their own touches, and 
now the country boasts 
about 100 crews who com¬ 
pete in international

championships and regu¬ 
larly beat out competitors 
from the U.S. 

The Drifterz Crew, three¬ 
time winners of the U.K. B- 
Boy Championships, say 
that extreme dedication is 
the reason Koreans make 
such great B-Boys. 

“Koreans practice like 
it’s a science. They break it 
down and study the parts,” 
explains one crew mem¬ 
ber. 

They’re known for their 
precision and for practis¬ 
ing four to six hours a day. 


B-Boys — and the occas¬ 
sional B-Girl — are becom¬ 
ing so popular that even 
the Korea Tourism Organi¬ 
zation (KTO) is getting be¬ 
hind them, promoting the 
movement as a “cultural 
and unique” attraction for 
foreign tourists. 

The KTO has even set up 
a “performance tourism 
marketing strategy” 

through which tourists can 
come to see Broadway-style 
shows starring internation¬ 
ally-acclaimed B-Boys.

Riding shotgun in 21st century 


S ay you’re driving and 
the person riding 
shotgun has been on 
his cellphone for 50 
minutes or so. Talk¬ 
ing about his neighbour’s 
pug dog or about his lazy co¬ 
worker or about what he saw 
last night on George Stroum- 
boulopoulos. Something in 
that vein. Do you have the 
right then — according to ac¬ 
cepted shotgun guidelines — 
to take his cellphone away 
from his mouth and ear, and 
move it closer to one of his 
other orifices? 1 don’t know 
either. I’m just asking. 

Because the basic rules for 
calling and riding shotgun 
have been around a long 
time, but technology — au¬ 
tomotive and otherwise — 
has undergone tremendous 
change of late, and this is 
impacting the driver and 
front-seat passenger rela¬ 



tionship, and possibly not 
always in a good way. 

Of course, some Western 
pulp-fiction writer, coined 
the term “riding shotgun” 
back in the 1920s, referring 
to the armed guard that sat 
next to the driver of a stage¬ 
coach. It became en¬ 
trenched in popular culture 
and began to gravitate to 
the automotive vernacular 
in the mid-1950s, when it 
was heard almost eveiy 
week on the TV series. Gun- 
smoke. 


Everyone must be famil¬ 
iar with the basic rules, 
such as: The first person to 
yell “shotgun” gets to ride 
in the front seat; shotgun 
may only be called if all oc¬ 
cupants of the vehicle are 
outside and on the way to 
said vehicle; early calls are 
strictly prohibited; the driv¬ 
er has final say on all ties 
and disputes, and has the 
right to suspend or remove 
all shotgun privileges. 

A more obscure rule? If 
one passenger becomes so 
ill that the other occupants 
feel he/she will toss their 
cookies, then the ill person 
should be given shotgun, 
to make appropriate use of 
the window. 

1 love shotgun philosophy 
because it entails so much of 
what it is to be human — 
luck, timing, skill, friend¬ 
ship, accommodation, sur¬ 


vival of the fittest, accept¬ 
ance, responsibility, and the 
pursuit of a code that every¬ 
one can agree on, but one 
that also needs constant revi¬ 
sion and vigilance. 

To that end, 1 think peo¬ 
ple should take more pride 
in their shotgun roles. If 
you’re yakking on the cell 
or grooving to you person¬ 
al iPod or scrolling your 
Blackberry for big whacks 
of time then 1 believe 
you’re really letting the 
side down. Just because 
you actually don’t have to 
wield a shotgun while rid¬ 
ing shotgun doesn’t mean 
you should lower your 
guard, or your standards of 
companionship.

When it comes to perform¬ 
ance driving, weight is en¬ 
emy number one. Similar¬ 
ly, if you’re trying to 
squeeze every rolling me¬ 
ter out of a litre of fuel, 
too much junk-in-the- 
trunk is not the way to go. 

Following this line of rea¬ 
son, a lightweight car with 
a highly tuned small dis¬ 
placement engine is a for¬ 
mula for fun and efficient 
motoring. 

Checking all these boxes is 
the 2009 John Cooper Works 
Mini — a Mini Cooper S 
coupe with a serious injec¬ 
tion of oats. The 1.6L DOHC 
direct-injection turbocharged 
four is tuned to crank out 208 
horsepower and 192 Ib.-ft. of 
torque from 1850-5600 
r.p.m., up 36 and 15 respec¬ 
tively from the Cooper S. Put 
your foot in it, and there is an 
overboost function that mo¬ 
mentarily kicks the torque 
up to 207 Ib.-ft. 

This car is veiy quick. De¬ 
ceptively so in fact, so it’s a 
good thing the central 
speedo is the size of a man¬ 


hole cover. “Street Racing” 
velocities sneak up on you 
in the blink of an eye. 

How many times has the 
Mini’s handling been com¬ 
pared to a go-kart? Enough 
for me to visit a couple of 
kart-racer buddies who were 
doing some testing at Good- 
wood Kartways. They 
thought the car was a hoot, 
and confirmed its d 5 mamics 
were somewhat akin to 
their high-powered karts. 

Thanks to some bespoke 
suspension tuning and 
sticky 205/45R17 Continen¬ 
tal ContiSportContact 


footwear, the Mini’s all 
ready quick reflexes are 
notched up to Chihuahua- 
on-amphetamine levels 
here. Turn in is crazy quick 
and the upgraded Works 
brakes require a light touch. 
With the Sport button on 
the console engaged, steer¬ 
ing and throttle responses 
sharpen. It takes a little 
while to recalibrate your in¬ 
puts to drive tMs car 
smoothly. 

One thing you can’t 
smooth out is the ride — on 
rough roads you’U think 
you’re sitting in a paint shak¬ 


er. However, when lasering 
through bends and feeling 
the neutrality in the chassis 
all is forgiven. 

On the flip side, this car 
settles into a comfortable 
cruiser at 120 km/h with the 
little turbo four humming 
away at 2800 r.p.m. My 
tester had a lovely tan 
leather interior and the 
$1900 JCW Comfort Pack¬ 
age that includes a large 
double sunroof, heated 
front seats, automatic cli¬ 
mate control, rain sensing 
wipers and auto headlights. 
The $750 audio upgrade 


sounded veiy good too. Fit 
and finish are exemplary. 
It’s your call whether the in¬ 
terior design is super-cool 
chic or Fisher-Price gone 
horribly wrong. 

Externally, the JC Works 
Mini gets a more aggressive 
front fascia with unique 
grill inserts, 16-spoke light¬ 
weight alloys, a large rear 
spoiler, and a pair of 
honkin’ chromed exhaust 
tips that broadcast a pretty 
sexy bark. 

Yes, the 2009 JC Works Mi¬ 
ni might be as cute as a pup¬ 
py, but beware, it pulls like 
one too. Hammer the throt¬ 
tle in second gear and 
you’re fighting to keep on 
the straight and narrow. Do 
the same at 100 km in third 
gear and it wiU stiU try to 
yank you into the com. 

All this fun comes with a 
price, however. The 2009 JC 
Works Mini lists for $38,390, 
with this specimen coming 
in at an eye-watering 
$42,020. 

Comfort can be taken in 
the fact that the mutual 
thrashing between myself 
and JCWM burned only 
9.1 L/lOO km of premium 
fuel.

If there’s any truth to the 
old adage 'If it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it,” Hollywood 
sure as heck doesn’t heed 
it. American movie studios 
are infamous for purchas¬ 
ing pictures that are hailed 
as masterpieces in their re¬ 
spective homelands and, 
instead of simply releasing 
them as is, remake them 
for western sensibilities. 


The latest foreign hit to 
get the marketable make¬ 
over is the blood-freezing 
2003 Korean ghost stoiy A 
Tale of Two Sisters, which 
is being westernized by di¬ 
rectors Thomas and 
Charles Guard as The Unin¬ 
vited — it opens in theatres 
on Friday. 

While the merits of this 
version remain undeter¬ 
mined, the film is in line 
with Holl 3 mrood’s near 
decade long mining of pop¬ 
ular Asian thrillers for prof¬ 


it. Sometimes, as in Gore 
Verbinski’s The Ring — a 
remake of the Japanese hit 
Ringu — the results are 
rather good. 

More often than not, 
however, they’re dismal 
white-washed shadows of 
their former selves; Wit¬ 
ness the American riffs on 
One Missed Call or Shutter 
if you dare. 

Not every remake stems 
from foreign origin, how¬ 
ever. In fact the worst con¬ 
tender is unquestionably 
Gus Van Sant’s completely 
perfunctoiy, scene-for- 
scene 1998 stab at Hitch¬ 
cock’s untouchable Ameri¬ 
can thriller Psycho. 

Leeching off Joseph Ste- 
fano’s original screenplay 
and Hitch’s masterful sto¬ 
ryboards, Van Sant’s redux 
was a preposterous art 
house stunt that alienated 
casual viewers and raised 
the bile of purists world¬ 
wide. 

The most compelling re¬ 
makes are ones driven by 
filmmakers with defined 
aesthetics. David Cronen¬ 
berg’s operatic rethinking 
of the beloved ’50s B-movie 
chiller The Fly works be¬ 
cause the director chose to 
simply take the framework 
of the original and graft his 
own, veiy personal sensi¬ 
bilities on to it. 

Similarly, Alejandro 
Amenabar’s Spanish psy¬ 
chological drama Open 
Your Eyes was recast with 


Tom Cruise in the lead and 
remade by Cameron Crowe 
in 1999 as Vanilla Sky to 
great effect. Crowe’s ver¬ 
sion obeys the mind bend¬ 
ing narrative of the origi¬ 
nal but is saturated with 
the pop music and cocky 
dialogue Crowe so adores. 

Time will reveal if The 
Uninvited can stand on its 
own as a relevant remake 
but the fact remains that 
Hollywood is still far too fi¬ 


nancially frightened to 
take theatrical chances on 
foreign product without 
bankable stars. And if you 
don’t believe me, just wait 
until JJ Abrams unleashes 
his upcoming American re¬ 
make of the recent 
Swedish vampire master¬ 
piece Let The Right One In 
later this year. Again ... if it 
aint broke, for heavens 
sake, you better have a re¬ 
ally good reason to fix it. 


Politics, Oscars don't mix: Survey 


AWARDS Celebrities who 
win an Oscar next month 
should steer clear of poli¬ 
tics during their accept¬ 
ance speeches, or risk 
alienating viewers. 

That’s the word from 
7,000 moviegoers partici¬ 
pating in a poll from on¬ 
line ticketer Fandango, 
which asked participants 
to name what they like 
most and least about Acad¬ 
emy Awards telecasts. 

Fandango noted the 
dwindling ratings of the 
telecast in recent years and 
that new producers have 
been hired for this year’s 
extravaganza, so it is pitch¬ 
ing the results of its survey 
as “20 ways to improve the 
Oscars.” 


At 51 per cent, the No. 1 
pet peeve is political 
speeches, according to the 
poll. 

“We don’t care what you 
think about politics,” one 
respondent wrote. “A bit of 
graciousness would be in 
order.” 

Of course there were dis¬ 
senters: One wrote that 
even the “dreadful” politi¬ 
cal speeches are “a fun 
part of the Oscars.” 

Also among the top ob¬ 
jections to the telecast: 
Technical awards (34 per 
cent), excessive show 
length (33 per cent), live 
musical numbers (27 per 
cent) and “forced” celebri¬ 
ty banter (26 per cent).

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THE ELEaRONIC HEARTH 
DIMS? The coverage of 
Barack Obama’s inaugura¬ 
tion yesterday was as unin¬ 
teresting as it was over¬ 
wrought, but the best thing I 
read about the event was 
written by Eric Deggans of 
the St. Petersburg Times on 
his blog. 

With the Super Bowl in 
two weeks, it’s worth noting 
that there aren’t a lot of 
events that can guarantee 
the networks massive num¬ 
bers any more. Football’s 
biggest game is one, a big 
deal reality competition 
show like Idol is another, 
and a presidential inaugura¬ 
tion is still in the running, 
especially when it’s freight¬ 
ed with so much “histoiy,” 
as we’ve been so persistently 
reminded. 

A major disaster or news 
event also counts, but 1 can 
remember a day when the 


list was longer, and included 
the network TV debut of a 
blockbuster film, or the final 
episode of a much-loved TV 
show, all of which seemed to 
empty the streets, malls, 
bars and movie theatres. 
Hell, 1 remember when the 
world seemed to stand still 
for the funeral of Lyndon 
Johnson, in the midst of Wa¬ 
tergate’s political and social 
turmoil. 

Deggans wonders just 
how much longer we’ll find 
ourselves gathered, alone or 
in a group, in front of the TV, 
as part of some communal 
ritual of witnessing: “In to¬ 
day’s super-fragmented me¬ 
dia environment,” he writes, 
“little beyond American Idol 
and the Super Bowl can 
draw us together around 
TV’s electronic hearth. Once 
upon a time, everyone could 
remember where they were 
when news broke that Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy was shot or 
Saigon had fallen. These 
days, when even the selec¬ 
tion of a vice president is an¬ 
nounced by text message, 
that memory is gone, swal¬ 
lowed by technology’s new 
ability to bring us instant re¬ 
porting from just about any¬ 
where to wherever.”

For previous generations, 
Deggans cites the moon 
landing as a magnet that 
drew them to the TV, to 
which I’d add John F. 
Kennedy’s assassination and 
funeral, while before that TV 
and radio competed as the 
focus of the public witness. 
He recalls where he was 
when the Challenger space 
shuttle exploded (1 was a 
fresh college drop-out, 
watching the news on the 
TV sets in the electronics de¬ 
partment at the Simpsons 
store where 1 was working), 
and the 9/11 attacks (in bed 
talking wedding plans with 
the woman who’s now my 
wife). 

Technology moves fast — 
eight years ago, 1 would have 


doubted that my VCR would 
be gathering dust, replaced 
by a pumped-up cable box 
that recorded shows at the 
touch of a button, or that my 
CD collection would have 
been distilled into a hard 
drive on the top of my com¬ 
puter with a whopping ter¬ 
abyte of memory. 

As the viewing experience 
atomizes and the genera¬ 
tions accustomed to ritual 
witnessing move on, that 
communal sense of a mo¬ 
ment will dissolve, as news 
— and “histoiy” — becomes 
more commonplace, like 
text crawl running at the 
bottom of our screens.

Fruity One-Pot 
Lamb 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) vegetable oil 

1 2/3 lbs (800 g) best neck 
lamb chops, cut into 
pieces 

2 onions, sliced 

2/3 lb (300 g) carrots, 
peeled and cut into batons 
11/2 tbsp (20 ml) red or 
white wine vinegar 

3 cups (700 ml) chicken 
stock, hot 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
turmeric 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
cumin 

3 sprigs of fresh thyme 

2 bay leaves 

salt and freshly ground 

black pepper 

1 cup (250 ml) long-grain 

white rice 

3/4 cup (175 ml) dried apri¬ 
cots, halved 

1/2 cup (125 ml) sultanas 

TO GARNISH 

Bay leaves 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large flame¬ 
proof casserole dish, add 
half the meat and briefly 
brown on both sides. 


Drain and remove to plate, 
then repeat with rest of 
meat. Add onions and car¬ 
rots to dish, cook for 5 
minutes, then add wine 
vinegar and cook over 
high heat 2 minutes, 
scraping up meaty bits. 

2. Pour in hot stock, then 
add turmeric, cumin, 
thyme, bay leaves and salt 
and pepper to season and 
bring to the boil. Reduce 
heat, return meat to casse¬ 
role, cover and simmer 1 
hour. 

3. Add rice, apricots and 
sultanas to casserole and 
cook 20 minutes, stirring 
after 10 minutes, until rice 
meat are both tender, 
(stock will be absorbed.) 
Remove bay leaves and 
thyme, check for season¬ 
ing and serve hot.
